Referring to the Hudson’s Bay pro- 
ject, Mr. Oliver said the government 
was fully convinced of tue propriety 
of giving the northwest an additional 
railway outlet by way of Hudson's 
Bay at the earliest possible date. At

Mr. McKenney pointed out that 
River Lot One could not be served 
with sewers and waterworks, as it 
was on lower level than the rest of 
the city.

In answer to a question by the 
leader of the Opposition, the Attorney 
General informed the House that the 
liquor license inspectors were paid 
$1,200 per year with travelling ex- 
penses.

Savings will not be Taxed. 

The bill respecting corporations 
was passed with an important amend- 
ment relating to trust companies, 
whereby the savings deposits which 
represent the capital of the small in 
vestor will not be taxed. The trust 
companies pay a higher rate of in 
terest than the banks, and to tax 
them in this respect would causa 
them to abandon this) hganch of. thei: 
business. 

Architects’ Act Amended. 

An amendment was added to thc 
Architects’ act to amend the statut 
law whereby the Lieutenant Gover 
nor in Council may suspend the pro 
visions of the Act, rules and by-laws 
of the Architects’ Association. 

The Architects’ association, fron 
the trend of events of the last few 
days, appear to have power to pre 
vent competition among the mem 
bers, to expel a member, who ther 
has no right to appeal save to th« 
association that expelied him. The 
association also possessed, in virtue of 
a clause in its act of incorporation, 
power to prosecute architects practis. 
ing in the province who were not 
members of their association. 

Mr. Boyle's Final Protest. 

The final Game act which har 
caused more contention than any oth 
er this session, held the attention of 
the House yesterday for another 
hour. Messrs. Boyle and Walker 
were game to the last und fought the 
residents’ license clause with singu- 
lar tenacity and diplomacy. Mr. 
Boyle claimed the ancient privilege 
of the freeborn son of the soil being 
allowed at any time to shoot for the 
table without let or hindrance. Mr. 
McKenney (St. Albert) stood on his 
his former position, and stated that 
such legislation would cut off the sup- 
ply of many who lived by the gun. 

Mr. Boyle wanted to add a new 
section to read that notwithstanding 
anything in the Act a farmer should 
not be required to take out a license 
to shoot big game. Mr. Rosenroll 
(Wetaskiwiii) supported this motion, 
The chairman ruled the motion out 
of order, 

Nothing daunted, a hurried confer- 
ence between the members for Vic- 
toria and Sturgeon drew forth fresh 
tactics. Mr. Boyle moved that the 
whole bill be recommitted to the com 
mittee of the whole House. Lhe pro- 
posal was defeated. 

Before the bill passed, however, a 
clause was altered so as not to apply 
to that portion of the province lying 
north of latitude 53. as far east as 
longitude 115, thence north to Iati- 
tude 54 to a point where it intersects 
the Saskatchewan river, and thence 
east to the interprovincial boundary 

Public Health Act. 

The last debate of the session cen- 
tred around the health bill, and some- 
times even raged as the member for 
Red Deer denounced the carelessness 
of the citizens in polluting the rivers 
of the province.

The sudden and acute out- 
break of renewed weakness yesterday 
owed most of its violence to despon- 
dency in speculative circles regard 
ing the effort of the public agitation 
corporations and the nearly universal 
trend of legislative measures against 
them. The extreme sensitiveness of 
sentiment on the subject is founded 
on suppositions of what the great au- 
thorities in the railroad and financial 
world think on the subject. Recent 
events have created the impression 
that these great authorities are in a 
condition of keen anxiety and even 
of fright about the prospect they 
have to face in this matter. Some of 
the steps taken with the intention of 
allaying apprehension seem to have 
been principally instrumental in ag- 
gravating it. This was noticeably 
true of the visit t) Washington by J. 
P. Morgan to act ds mediator between 
the President and the railroad oom- 
panies and induce dhe Président to 
allay public apprehension regarding 
the credit of railroad companies. 
Mr. Hill Discusses the Conditions. 
St. Paul, Minn., March 15.—Seen at 
his residence last night, Jas. J. Hill, 
president of the Great Northern, said 
he had no special opinion to express 
om the Wall street panics, its cause 
or probable duration. He hastened 
to add, however, that the © financial 
and business condition of the coun- 
try was anything but unfavorable. 
“The whole trouble is,” said Mr. 
Hill, ‘‘that capital has become fright- 
ened. There is nothing so timid as 
money. Look at about half the legis- 
lation pending in the several states. 
It is all on taxation in different 
guises. When a man has been suc- 
cessful. and accumulated property, 
there is a disposition to get much, if 
not most, of it away from him, under 
forms of law. Investors do not dare 
to put out their money under such 
conditions. There is nothing wrong 
with the country except what the In- 
dians would call ‘Ghost dancing.” 
It is not the rich men that will suffer 
in consequence of the present and 
threatened disturbances. It is people 
of moderate means, who have been 
depending upon their small  invest- 
ments, added perhaps to moderate 
salaries, to support themselves and 
families. What is wanted is a spirit 
of fair play on both sides. Money 
never was so cheap as it was six or 
eight months ago.”

Arthur 
is about eighteen years of age. He 
became so violent that Sergt. Loggin 
believed him unfit to be at large and 
took him in charge. The younger 
Wake was before Magistrate Turner 
charged with insanity. The magi- 
strate ordered that Wake be 
taken to the guard house at Regina 
to await the pleasure of lieutenant 
governor to decide what should be 
done with the youth.

THE CLOSING CEREMONIES 
OF THE SECOND SESSION 


The second session of the first parliament of the Province of Alberta 
was closed this afternoon by His Honor Lieutenant Governor Bulyea. The 
session opened on January 24th and closed to-day, the same date on 
which it opened last year. 

The business of the session was completed last night, and prorogation 
took place this afternoon at 2 o’clock to enable the members to leave by 
the 4 o'clock train to the south. 

Promptly at 2 o’clock His Honort he Lieutenant Governor attended by 
Capt. Worsley, R.N.W.M.P., aide de ¢ amp to His Majesty’s representative, 
and military escort, consisting of twel ve men, a sergeant and trumpeter of 
B squadron, ¢.M.R., under Lieuten ant Marriott, proceeeded to the Legis- 
lature and took his seat on the throne. 

Mr. J. R. Cowell, clerk of the H ouse, read the titles of the bills pass 
ed during the session to His Honor, who, when the reading of the bills 
was completed, signified his assent. The clerk thereupon proclaimed that 
“In His Majesty’s name, His Honor the Lieutenant Governor doth assent 
to these Bills.” 

The Supply Bill was not included in the Bills assented to. After the 
royal assent was given to the other Bills, Hon, C, W. Fisher, Speaker of 
the House, in a formal speech, expre ssing unfeigned devotion to His Ma- 
jesty’s person and Government, pres ented the Supply Bill to His Honor, 
who in return thanked His Majesty's dutiful subjects, accepted their bene- 
volence, and assented to the Bill in the King’s name. 

His Honor then congratulated Mr. Speaker and the gentlemen of the 
Legislative Assembly upon the close of their labors. 

The House was formally prorogued by the Provincial Beecretary an- 
nouncing: “It is His Honor's will and pleasure that this Legislative As- 
rembly be prorogued.”’

or extension of any sewage system 
must be submitted to, and approved 
by the provincial board of health to 
be created by the act. The section 
further provides that no sewage shall 
be disposed of without a proper sys- 
tem of purification. Provision is 
further made for existing systems. 
Time will be given to comply with 
the law in this respect. 

Mr. Moore wanted even stronger 
limitations than stipulated in this 
section, and suggested a rider to sec- 
tion 56 prohibiting the discharge of 
sewage in streams or dumping any 
garbage, offal. or decayed’ matter 
within fifty feet of the high water 
mark of any stream. 

In support of his motion, Mr. Moore 
quoted statistics from Massachusetts, 
and went into a highly technical dis- 
sertation on the filtration and purifi- 
cation of sewage. He recommended 
filtration through layers of sand of 
various sizes. By this method it was 
possible, he said, to eliminate 99.68 
per cent of the bacteria from the ef- 
fluent, 

Mr. Boyle and Mr. Walker both 
spoke in favor of giving the board of 
health power to issus an injunction 
restraining a city or town from dis- 
charging sewage into streams. 

The majority of the House were of 
the opinion that the matter was fully 
covered in a previous section. 

The bill was reported and passed, 
and will become law to-day by the 
assent of His Majesty's representa. 
tive. 

Before the House adjourned Mr. | 
Heibert presented the congratulations | 
of the House to Mr. Speaker on his 
approaching marriage in Ottawa on 
April 5.

Another system that T use and which 1 
notice several other plavers using is what 
T might call “looking the ball square in 
the face." To do this I have to eruoch 
over the plate so that mv eves are aol- 
most directly on a line with the middle 
of the plate. Then T watch the pitcher 
as he winds up and T see the ball the 
instant it leaves his hand. If it is trav- 
elling straight for mv head I am ready 
to biff it, for I know it is coming directly 
over the pan. One does not need to keep 
his head there long enough for any dan-, 
ger. I simply stand that way to be 
sure and see the ball correctly at the 
very start of its journey from the pitcher 
to the catcher. 

As soon as it begins it course my eyes 
are glued on it and my bat is drawn 
back ready to strike, whether it is a good 
or a bad ball. The bad ones are allowed 
t- pass, and if a good one comes one is 
all ready to strike it. I find the system 
has done much to help my batting.

were competent to handle the trade, That 
they were not at present able to handle 
more than the trade, which is coming 
to them in the ordinary course of af- 
fairs, was amply apparent from the con- 
@&ted, condition of traffic existing at 
the present time, and for several months 
past from the Atlantic sea board to the 
Rocky Mountains. 
MOTION PREMATURE. 

Théd Premier speaking during the 
course of the evening said that the reso- 
lution of Mr. Logan embodied what he 
considered the ultimate purpose and idea 
of the Canadian transportation policy in- 
augurated by the Grand Trunk Pacific 
project. The purpose of this policy was 
to provide Canadian railway facilities, 
capable of handling all the trade of Can- 
ade to and from Canadian sea ports, 
and, when these securities were secured, 
it would be quite natural and proper 
that whatever legitimate steps were pos- 
sible, should be taken to prevent — the 
trade of the country being lost to the 
Canadian ports, and he proposed es an 
amendment to the resolution, that) in- 
stead of the restriction becoming opera- 
tive on May Ist, 1908, the date of its 
Hecoming operative be left) with the 
Governor-General-in-Council, with  aview 
to having its conception coincide — with 
the completion of the Grand rank Va- 
cific. 

CAMROSE BRANCH BILL. 

The bill of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way for the construction of a branch 
line from Camrose, Alberta, to Strath- 
cona went through Committee yesterday 
without any modification, and now re- 
quires only dts final reading in the 
House. The Camrose branch, tapping 
the eWtaskiwin line, forms a portion of 
the direct line being developed by the 
Canadian Pacific between Winnipeg and 
the Twin cities on the Sasuktchewan. 
SOLICITOR GENERAL INTRODUCED. 

The Honorable Jacques Bureau, the 
new Solicitor-General, was introduced to 
the House by Sie Wilfred Laurier and 
the Honorable L. VP. Brodeur, on his 
triumphant return from election in 
Three Rivers. 

COAL MINING REGULATIONS. 

The regulations heretofore in operation 
permitting the sale of coal lands have 
heen suspended by an Order-in-Council, 
preliminary to their being superseded by 
other regulations. It is understood that 
in the new regulations no provision will 
eb made for selling coal lands, but that 
the policy will be pursued of retaining 
all coal resources on Dominion lands in 
the hands of the Government, and of 
leasing the right to mine coal on condi- 
tion that the coal is mined, 

The conditions upon which mining 
rights will be leased will, Ww is under- 
stood, make it necessary for the lessees 
to mine the coal, thereby making im- 
possible any combination of miners to 
restrict the output of the mines for the 
purpose of enhancing the price of coal, 

It may also be made té operate against 
another evil found to exist to some ex- 
tent in the West in the past; that of 
coal mines being owned by railway com- 
panies, and. the transportation facilities 
of those rdilways so manipul { that 
the owners of other coal mines were un 
fairly diseriminated against in the coal 
trade of the country. 

A further advantage will be that the 
Government, owning practically unlinit- 
ed resources of coal, will be always able, 
either by adopting the poliey of Govern 
ment operation of coal mines or hy some 
other means, to destroy any combination 
formed among the mine owners for the 
purpose of unfairly enhancing the price 
of fuel. 

The retention of the coal by the Do- 
minion Government may perhaps make 
it unnecessary for the provincial govern- 
ments or municipalities in the West to 
retain areas of coal in order to safeguard 
the people of the country from evils 
which have been to some degree appar- 
ent there in recent years,

IN VANCOUVER 


Some Increases of a Dollar a Day are 
Now Being Asked—No Strikes 
are Likely in the Building 
Trades: This Spring. 


Vancouver, March 14—As the first day 
of April draws nearer it is becoming a 
certainty that the majority of the buili- 
ing trades in Vancouver will increase 
their wags schedules and in a number 
of instances notifications to this effect

contractors.

certain instances, but 
reagon to believe that eatisfactory ad- 
justments will be made before the end 
of the present month. 

It is a noteworthy fact that in con- 
nection with ths readjustment of agree- 
ments between the contractors and the 
men there is no question of a reduciion 
of the hours of labor, a point whith a 
few years ago was the cause of a great 
deal of fiction. Ths hours at presont 
in force in the majority of the build- 
ing trades, eight per day, are apparent- 
ly eatisfactory. 

The plasterers now i nreccipt of 62 
1-2 cents an hour for eight hours work 
are asking for an increase to 75 cents 
an hour, or the difference betweon $5 
and §6 per day. Plasterers’ laborers 
are now in receipt of 60 cents an hour. 

Lathers are now paid at the rate of 
$2.50 per thousand for ther work but 
on and after April 1 they want $3. 
There will likely be no trouble over 
thie increase and the employers will 
merely raige thetr pri om $2.75 per 
tiouwsnd to $3.25. 

Pho carpenters now «exuring 33.50
